S.O 269(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by Sec¬ 
tion 3 of the Imports and Expoits (Control) Act, 1947 (18

(16) By import under this Licence, the production of the 
industrial unit concerned shall not exceed the licens¬ 
ed/authorised capacity, and the unit concerned shall 
ensme adherence to its approved phased manufac¬ 
turing programme ; 

(17) The goods so impoiled have not been produced or 

manufactured in the Union of South Afi ica/South 
West Africa ; 

(18) Such goods are shipped on thiough consignment to 
India on or before 31st March, 1982 or on before 
30th June, 1982 against firm orders for which irre¬ 
vocable letteis of credit are opened on or before 
28th February, 1982, without any giace period what- 
so-cver ; 

(19) Nothing in this Licence shall effect *he application 
to any goods, of any other prohibition or regulation 
affecting the import thereof. In foice ut the time 
when such goods are permitted ; 

(20) The licence does not confer any immunity, exemp¬ 
tion or relaxation at any time from an obligation 
or compliance with any requirement to which the 
Actual Users (Industrial) may be subject to under 
other laws or regulations. The impoiters should 
comply with the picvision of all other laws appli¬ 
cable to them.

S O, 283(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
Section 3 of the Imports & Exports (Control) Act, 1947

(1) This Order may be called the Imports (Control)

(i) In clause 11(1), after the cxi^jng sub-clause (d), 

the following shall be inserted •— 

“(dd) Imported and bonded on arrival for sale at 
approved duty-free shops, whether to outgoing 
or incoming passengers, against payment in 
free foreign exchange. 11 

(ii) In Schedule ITT, the existing Proviso (1) shall be 

substituted by the following :— 

“(1) The amount of fees payable shall bo Rs. 50 
in respect of an application for import licence 
by a small scale actual user or a registered 
exporter for the import of raw materials, com¬ 
ponents, consumables and spares, where the 
value of the goods specified in the application 
does not exceed Rs. One lakh: or”
